THE FOOD CORPORATION OF INDIA 
New Delhi, the 15th September 1981 

No. 1-8/80-EP. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 45 of the Food Corporation Act, 1964 (37 of 1964) 
and with the previous sanction of the Central Government, 
the Food Corporation of India hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Food Corporation of India 
(Staff) Regulations, 1971, namely. : — 

1. (1) These Regulations shall be called the Food Cor- 

poration of India (Staff) (76th Amendment) Re- 
gulations, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. The existing proviso undei Regulation 58(13) of the 
Food Corporation of India (Siaff) Regulations, 1971, shall 
be substituted as under : — 

“Provided that the authority having the custody or pos- 
session of the requisitioned documents may claim pri- 
vilege if the production of such documents will be against 
the public interest or the interest of the Corporation. 
In that event it shall inform the inquiring authority 
accordingly. The Inquiring Authority shall, on being 
so informed communicate the information to the em- 
ployee concerned/ 1 

. 3. The following new Regulation 76- A shall be inserted 

below the existing Regulation 76 of the FCI (Staff) Regu- 
lations, 1971 : — 

“76-A. Any penalty or penalties provided under Regu- 
lation 54, imposed on an employee shall not be reversed 
or altered on appeal by the (appellate authority on account 
of any error, omission or irregularities in the dharge 
sheet, procedure prescribed for disciplinary proceed- 
ings, action^ -ou. the inquiry report and in follow- 
ing the proceduie for imposing penalties, communication 
of order, consideration of appeal and review ^s'lnTSs- 
cribed in this Section, unless failure of justice has in 
fact been occasioned thereby.”
